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SUMMARY 


Kharkov  Army  Barracks  West  is  located 
in  rhe  western  part  of  Kharkov. 

The  installation  covers  approximately  115 
acres  and  contains  6 multistory  administration/ 
classroom  buildings,  1 multistory  adminis- 
tration building,  13  multistory  barracks,  15 
general  storage  buildings,  3 bunkered  explo- 
sives storage  buildings,  10  quarters,  5 cquip- 
ment/vchiclc  storage  sheds,  2 equipment/ve- 


hicie  maintenance  sheds,  an  open  equipment 
park,  and  19  support  buildings. 

The  area  was  covered  by  February  i960 
T ALI  NT  photography  and  7 KTYUOLK  missions 
between  April  1962  and  August  1964.  Since 
February  1960  a small-arms  range  has  been  re- 
moved and  an  administration/classroom  build- 
ing has  been  completed.  Scarring  in  the  area 
indicates  that  the  installation  is  active.

An  adminis- 
i ration/ciassroom  building  under  construction 
in  February  1.960  was  completed  on  August 
1.964  coverage. 

Area  192  contains  1 multistory  adminis- 
tration building.

Area  LI  contains  4 general  storage  and  3 
support  buildings. 

Area  L2  contains  3 general  storage  build- 
ings.

Area  Li 4 contains  5 general  storage  build- 
ings. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  3 bunkered,  earth- mounded 
explosives  storage  buildings.  There  arc  en- 
trances at  both  ends  of  a large  building  and  at 
one  end  of  two  small  buildings. 

POL  Storage  Areas 

Three  POL  storage  areas  are  located  within 
n 10-mile  radius.  Two  medium  POL  tanks  arc 
located  6 km  north  at  50-02N  036- 1112;  2 large, 

2 medium,  and  12  small  POL  tanks  are  located 

3 km  NIMH  at  50-00N  0.36- 11 L;  and  LI  medium 
vertical  and  8 small  horizontal  tanks  are  lo- 
cated 7 km  LSF.  at  49-58N  036-1511.

Area  J1  contains  four  205-  by  45-foot 
uquipment/vehicle  sheds  and  one  1 I 0-  by  40- foot 
oquipment/vehicle  maintenance  building. 

Area  J2  contains  a 700-  by  300-foot  equip- 
ment park,  [equipment  was  observed  in  the  park 
on  February  I960  photography  and  probable 
equipment  was  observed  on  August  1964 photog- 
raphy. 
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Area  .13  contains  one  240-  by  35- foot 
vehicle/maintenance  shed  and  one  170-  by  55- 
foot  vehicle/equipment  maintenance  building.
